A SURI?potion thai the .state government 
a water com miss inn or authority 
to conserve Pennsylvania's water supplies 
comes from Philadelphia. 
Tile Philadelphians are concerned about 
heavy withdrawals of water from the Dcla- 
ware I'ivtf watershed for the use of New 
York City. 
They 
Iwlieve 
Pennsylvania 
should guard its rights in this respect arui 
pi*t>pose a state agency to do that job. 
Water is something we’ve always taken 
for granted in Pennsylvania. 
Our moun­ 
tains catch it and send it downstream. 
We’ve always had it. we’ve used it and 
abused it. without much thought of the fu­ 
ture. 
Put these same water supplies are In­ 
coming more important each year. They're 
one of our lies! natural reburies, 
Rightly 
used, they’ll attract industry and support 
the life of oui citte^, which can’t function 
without water. 
Wrough used, they’ll put 
a blight on us. 
Our laws have recognized to some extent 
the public’s rights 
in 
water 
resources. 
We’re now 
enforcing 
the 
law 
(tanning 
stream pollution, requiring communities to 
install sewage disposal plants, abating in­ 


dustrial pollution, even attempting to keep 
down mine water pollution. 
The construc­ 
tion of dams is icgulated by the state. 
Put that’s as far as we’ve gone. 
The 
Department of Health has a Sanitary Wa­ 
ter Hoard to administer the anti-|»ollutiou 
laws. The Department of Forests and W a­ 
ters lias a Water & Power Resources Board 
to regulate the construction of dams. The

Surely, the overall protection, adminis­ 
tration and conservation rd’ our waters is 
important enough to justify a state agency 
charged with all of these related duties. 
Such an agency need not cost any more 
than the present scattered agencies and 
bureaus co-t. and <Iov. George M. Leader 
might well consider the suggestion in mak­ 
ing proj**>als for reorganization of state 
offices, 
I he Philadelphians want long-range plan­ 
ning for use of available water supplies. 
Considering the increasing importance of 
water, that seems like a thoroughly reason­ 
able suggestion.
